Milwaukee, Dec. 29—The coroner is 


investigating the death of Mrs. Trettin 
No. 1370 Fond du Lac avenue, which 
occurred very suddenly Monday after- 
noon. It is suspected 'that the death 
was due to poisoning, the result o£ an 
overdose of medicine. Mrs. Trettin was 
taken sick between 10 and 11 o'clock 


1 Monday forenoon, and 
after 
suffering 


terribly for two or three hours she died 
Undertaker Danneufelser, who was call 
ed in to take, charge of the remains 
notified the health department of th 
case, and Dr. Coffey was instructed t' 
make an investigation. From the in 
formation obtained by Dr. Coffey it ap 
pears that Mrs. Trettin was taking 
medicine which was very powerful, an 
that she took a larger dose than the di 
rections called for shortly before sh 
was taken sick. The medicine remain 
ing in the box was turned over to the 
health department, and an analysis of it 
is being made. 


It is believed Mrs. Funk, through 


her attorney, will invoke the old English 
law, whichjthough abrogated somewhat, 
still has weight. This law has been held 
valid in a case of arson, where a man 
was convicted and his wife acquitted, on 
the ground that she set a building on 
fire at the direction of her husband, and 
at his instigation. On behalf of Mrs. 
Funk it will be argued that she was a 
party to the poisoning only at her hus- 
band's direction and connivance, and 
though it is not expected that she will 
be acquitted, a sentence of manslaugh- 
ter or murder in the second degree'is 
looked for by her friends, who hold that 
she was led on by her husband's dicta- 
tion and in obedience to him becan.e a 
party to the crime.

Local Leaf Tobacco Packer Writes of 


How Better Results May Be Ob- 
tained by the Farmers—Believes In 
Discarding Old Methods—An Over 
Production is Possible. 


George H. Burarill, the; local well 


known leaf tobacco buyer, writes the 
following article to The Gazette:' 


Janesvillo, Dec. 28. 1898—Editor Ga- 


zette :The time has come for the Wisconsin 
grower of tobacco 
to 
make many 


changes of the old time methods of rais- 
ing and handling the leaf. 
But a few 


years ago the custom prevailed of rais- 
ing the old'fashioned seed leaf or broad 
leaf which was set by hand three feet 
each way. 
The 
leaf was thick and 


heavy 
and would 
stand 
a 
great 


deal 
of 
hard 
usage 
although we 


could have made much better stock of 
the same with proper handling. This 
leaf was known in all of the markets of 
the world and always universally con- 
demned on account of being soggy. 
Many crops never dried off not 
oven 


after the third year. It was quito the 
custom in those days to sprinkle Vhe to- 
bacco with water, to help bring it in 
condition to strip, and this is one of the 
main reasons that the tobacco always 
remained soggy. About the year 
1879

place 
of the 
seed 
leaf 
but 
was 


then set two and a half 
feet ea 


way and consequently it had more 
body and 
did not need the 
care 


in handling that the same variety ol 
goods needs in later years, on account 
of closer setting, which produces a thin-, 
ner and moro delicate leaf. A very great 
mistake is made in getting tobacco in 
too high a case, and a greater mistake 
AS made in sprinkling the tobacco to 
bring it into case. 
This practice has 


driven several good dealers out of the 
state, as their loss from mould and soggy 
slock is directly attributable to the prac- 
tice of sprinkling the tobacco while ou 
the stalks or afterwards. 


Some raisers say "Oh, I only sprinkle 


the butts of the stalk and let it draw 
through." To these I say. "You 
will 


only ruin the ground leaf filler, it will 
be mouldy as soon as it passes the first 
sweat." A great many farmers make 
the mistake of thinking that if they de 
liver their tobacco and no fault is found 
by the dealer that it is all right. 
On 


the contrary everv dealer who receives 
and sweats the tobacco keeps an account 
of each crop, and can tell years after 
whether a lot comes out right or wrong 
and can tell whether the farmer

By putting up the tobacco 
in first class condition, throwing out all 
damaged and trash, the Wisconsin to- 
bacco grower need have no fear but he 
will get fair return for his labor.
